Telegraphic advices were received in Shanghai-on Sept. 28, by 
Messrs, Wallem &. Co., agents for the Norwegian str, “Botnia,’’ | 
which was looted and pirated near Haichow several weeks ago after 
she had gone aground‘and the officers of which were kidnapped, to. 
the effect that Mr. H. Westerheim, chief officer of the “Botnia,’’ 
was leaving Chenkiakong by the Ewo: str. “Yusang” and that he

hospital. 

Propped up in bed, his head and 
feet swathed in bandages, his every’ 
movement giving. vivid evidence of 


suffering from his pain wracked 


body, Capt. Aksel. Haarinnd, the 
kidnapped master, haltingly related 
to a “North China Daily News" re- 
porter the graphic story of his 
closest brush with death in 45 years 
aboard ship. 

The story of the capture and in- 
dignities suffered on this 64-year 
old skipper and his more youthful 
chief officer reads like a tale from a 
lurid picee of fiction and makes it 
difficult to believe that it could have 
happened In a country which hus 
world recognition and claims to be 
able to protect foreigners within ita 
conlines. 

After close confinement with lit. 
tle or no food for five days, minus 


his clothing which had been taken |" 


to prevent escape, and after having 
had « heavy rock crashed down 
upon his head and being left for 
dead under the cross fire of his cap- 
tors and his would-be rescuers ina 
drenching rain in the mist of early 
morning, Capt. Haarland believes it 
a miracle that he is alive to-day. 
A Fortunate Escape -* 

. He thinks back over the night of 
this escape with difficulty and during 
the telling of the events he pauses 
in wonderment trying to account 
for his lucky escape. 

“AIL I could see were the flashes 
of the rifles around me” he said; "L| 
could not tell whether they were 
from my friends or enemies. 
Westerheim was up ahead some- 
where with the larger party ,of 
pirates. [ shouted to him and the 
crowd around me struck me and told 
me to keep quiet, I thought I would 
be killed sure. I didn’t know from 
which side the bullets were coming, 
but everyone was firing and I seem- 
ed to be in the middle of it. 

‘IT shouted again to Westerheim 
and one of the men near me tried to 
choke me. I was in my underwear 
with no shoes and it was raining‘ 
heavily. I was tired after five days. 
of. little sleep but I tried to fight 
him back, I shouted again and 
most of them grew afraid we should 
be detected and they left me to run 
up ahead with the others, But one 
stayed and he tried to throttle me. 
I tried to fight him back, but I was 
no match and [ fell to the ground. 

“Then he picked up a. big rock 
and crashed it down on my head. I 
don’t know much about what hap- 
pened after that, I came to some 
time later and found | was in a pool 
of blood from two holes in my head. 
How I had escaped the full force of 


.| the blow I don’t know, but I found 


a bad gash on my left.thumb and 
1 think I must have my hands up 
when-I fell down. 

“It was morning then. ‘I was all 
alone. I found a path leading down 
off the small hill on which we were 
and I got down as beat I could 
toward a house I saw.in the 
distance. . Then I saw a woman. 
I shouted to her but I was eo weak, 
she didn’t hear me. I had to sit 
down every few fect and I knew I 
was badly hurt. 1 kept shouting to 
her and finally attracted her atten- 
tion. 

The Kindly Country-folk 

“She led me to a house in a amall 
‘village and went to call some men. 
When they came’ they laid me down 
and gave ma.food and attention. 
They were fine to me. They did 
everything they could and I am very 
grateful tothem. ~ 

‘Then I got down to Haichow and

Thus does Capt, Haarland go over 
the events and-his blue eyes shine 
out from thet mass of bandages with 
a fervour that ‘leaves him exhausted 
after the telling. 

He has been ‘told that he can 
leave the hospital after a week or 
two but for some time he will be 
unable to do any continuous work. 
Such heavy injuriea as he received 
take their greater toll on a man past 
GO than one of fewer years. 

Chief: Officer Westerheim is 34 
and Capt. Haarland deacribes him 
as “young and well built, he could 
give them a fight but we were two 
against 21 and. we hadn’t had any 
decent for food five days.” - 

Capt. Huaarland supplies 
details of the piracy as follows: 

Probably Deserted Soldiers 

“We had left the Kwan Ho Ko salt 
works and were standing, up the 
Yangtsze with o-full cargo. 1 was 
, the bridge with my chief officer | 
and the pilot when about mid-day | 
{ felt her slide on a mud bar. We 
reversed the engines but could not 
pull ourselves off und the pilot 
warned me that we might have 
trouble as the district was fall of 
brigands. 

“So I advised him to go back to, 
bring up soldiers and just after he 
left wo saw a’ big pirate junk fend | 
ahead coming for us. . They were; 
firing rifles and making a terrible | 
noise... We could see 21 of them all 
heavily . armed and the rifles and 
belts all looked like army equip- 
ment. Some of them liad ‘portions 
of uniforms on and I thought they | 
were deserted soldiers. I am sure 
they were from their equipment. 

“They boarded us and came up 
én.the bridge. Westerheim and T, 
couldn’t do much,’ we were two 
against 21 and we thought it better 


the 


‘to humour them for to have shown 


opposition would have meant ‘cer- | 
tain death. 

“They spent the whole afternoon 
going through the ship looting and 
wrecking everything they saw. 
Thoy held pistols up against us and 
thay made us help them carry much 
of the stuff to their junk. if 

“They wrecked the chart house. 
They took our, charts and simply | 
tore them to bits and threw them 
on the floor, They took our personal | 
belongings and when my watch was 
shown around the ship to the others 
they cume up and demanded one ; 
like it, ‘I explalned I only had one 
but it did no good and: -they became 
abusive. They cleaned everything 
out and acted like children. What 
they didn’t want they smashed up 
and threw overboard. . 

“Then they paraded us aboard! 
thelr junk and we sailed down river. !: 
They had the second mate, the 
steward, the compradore‘and one or. 
two others. . They soon :took them 
away somewhere else and we didn’t 
see them again. —~ 

We stopped a tew times and 
took on food and water and-at dif- 
ferent places they unloaded stuff. 
At one place they took on a freshly 

killed pig and they all bowed to 
its head in some sort‘of a religious . 
ceremong. : 

“We were’on the const throughout 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, and 
all the time they had ug below in a 
narrow compartment’ lyfug. on a 
‘bunk. The place was closed and only" 
about three feet in height so that 
we could not sit upright. Two arm- 
ed men ‘were with us‘all the time 
and if we attempted, to, talk they 
threatened us ‘with pistols,

CENTENARIANS 


EN MORE ANXIOUS THAN 
i WOMEN TO LIVE LONG 


In response to the advertisement 
which he inserted in the Times,” ask- 
ing for authentic information as to 
living centenarians in the British Isles, 
Dr. Maurice Ernest, Seerctary of the 
Centenarian , Club, ' 93,. Cromwell- 
road, South Kenaington, has . received 
communications concerhing about 
twenty persons who have Hved to be 
a hundred; fifteen being women and 
five men. They are mostly in coun- 
try districts, and are widely spread 
over the Kingdom, 

Dr. Ernest estimates that the num. 
ber of centenarians now surviving in 
the British Isles, including N. and 9. 
Ireland, totala approximately 200. He 
has received a large number of Ictters 


from people who are anxious to join }.. 


the club, the object of whose members 
is to live to, be.a hundred. Many 
have written from Germany and Swit- 
xerland and other parta of the Con- 
tinent. 

“You would be surprised,” said Dr. 
Ernest to a representative of “The 
Observer” recently, “at the number of 
people who are anxious to be long- 
lived. Even young people of twenty- 
five write to me and speak as if they 
were on the verge of becoming cen- 
lenarians, and express a wish to per- 
petuate their existence on this globe. 
It is curious to note that it is chiefly 
the men and not womefl who are most 
interested in living long, although 
women, as a rule, live longer than men. 
Even young men between twenty and 
thirty years of age write to me, wish- 
ing to know the secret of how to 
become centenarians.” - 

Dr. Ernest recalled that this is not 
the first unofficial census of the kind 
that has beon undertaken. In 1880 the 


late Sir George Humphry, the president |‘ 


of the British Medical Association, 
made a similar suggestion when. ad- 
dressing the annual mecting, and he 
sent out to thousands of doctors a 
questionnaire, tho result of which was 
to show there were 62 centenarians 
then: alive in the Briffsh Isles, The

SEAMEN’S WAGES 


DECISION OF COURT IN RECENT | tortnight’s 


"CASE 's 

After having been several times 
mentioned at Liverpool’ police Court, 
the claims of seamen from the 
“Croxteth Hall” (Ellerman, Hall Line) |, 
ngoinst the owners was disposed of 
by being referred to the High Court 
{Admiralty Division) for a decision on 
a point of taw stated to be Identical 
with that which obtained in the case 
of a seaman against the ownors of 
the “Celtic.” The case, which cama 
before the Deputy Stipendiary (Mr. 
C. V. Addinsell), was one in which 
three seamen cach claimed from the 
Ellerman, Hall Line, Ltd., £31 4s., be- 
ing two months’ wages on the “Crox, 
teth Hall,” on which they were engaged 
at the time ‘she was wreeked. - The 
claim of John Murray, a Birkenhead 
seaman, was heard first. Mr. Justin 
Lynskey was for the applicants, and 
Mr, A. J, Hodgson was for the defonce, 

Mr. Justin Lynskey said inasmuch 
as the third summons on his Worship's 
book had refetence to a man who had 
fortunately beon able to find work in 
the meantime, and was not therefore 
available to give evidence on that oc: 
cauion, he proposed to proceed only on 
two cases, leaving the third, subject 
to- anything his friend might have to 
say, to remain adjourned sine die, In 
regard to the other two cases, of. which 
he proposed to take that of John 
Murray first, there was only one point 
on the facts which’ he imagined would 
not be disputcd, and that was as to 
the inability to obtain work. The 
summonses were taken out under the 
Merchant Shipping (International La- 
bour Conventinn) Act, 1926, and tha 
section provided that where by reason 
of wreck or tess of a ship bn which 
& scaman was employed his service ter: 
minated before the date contemplated 
in the. agreement he should, notwith. 
standing anyttung in the section of tho 
Act of 1894, be entitled in respect of 
each day on which he was in fact 
unemployed during a period of two 
months from the date of the termina. 
tion of his service to receive wages at 
the rate which he was receiving prior 
to the wreck. “That,” said Mr, Justin 
Lynskey, “given a man who is out of 
employment vy reason of the wreck on 
loss of his ship a statutory right to 
two months’ wages after the period at 
which service ceases by reason of such 
wreck.” The Deputy Stipendiary.— 
Through the wreck of the vessel. Mr, 
Justin Lynskey.—Yes. I don’t think 
there will be any dispute that there was 
a wreck, Mr. Hodgson—No. Mr, 
Justin Lynskey said sub-section 2 
gave the owner of a ship: or the master 
a defence to that statutory right. Ap- 
parently the onus was upon him of 
satisfying the Court with regard to 
that defence.

person with whom the seaman had con- 
tracted for service should psy to cach 
scaman employed on the vessel an in- 
domnity against such loss or founder- 
ing; in other words, sald Mr. Lynakey, 
wages should be paid for the days dur. 


ing which the seaman was unemployed |” 


In fact, ot the same rate os the wages 
payable under tho contract, but tho 
total might be limited to two months’ 
wages. ‘Those were thé operative parts 
of‘the Act, dnd the relevant parts of 
the schedule to which he desired to rev 
for his Worsh!p; before going into tha 
facts he wouid like to indicate. quite 
shortly what, in the view of the com. 
plainant and his advisers, the law was 
on the subject. Sections 162 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act of 1894 stated 
that: “If a seaman, having signed an 
agreement, is discharged otherwise than 
in accordance with tho terms there- 
of . , . without fault on his part justi. 
fying the discharge, and without hia 
consent, he shall be ‘entitled: to receive 
from the master or owners in addition 
to any wages ho may have earned, due 
compensation tor the damage caused 
to him by the discharge, not exceeding 
one month's wages, and may recover |' 
that. compensution as if they were 
wages duly earned.” That was the law 
from 1894, bul by the decision in the 
“Olympic” case in 1913 it was held 
that in viow cf the provisions of Sees {;

FLOATING FACTORIES © 


Several orders for steamers design- 
ed ag floating ~wholing fnetories have 
been placed recently, and with’ these 
and the existing vessels now being 
converted for similar purposes, this 
particulay industry is providing quite 
a large umount of work for British 
shipyards, especially on the North- 
East Coast, The most interesting 
development is, however, the decision 
on the part of the owners of the. 
vessel ordered from the Furness 
Shipbuilding Company, of Haverton 
Hill-on-Tees, to adopt internal com- 
bustion engines for the purposes of 
propulsion. The ship will be the first 
of the kind to have, machinery of this 
type, and she will be engaged in a

SLOW-MOTION DIALS| striking a hard or sloppy patch. I 


A PRACTICAL L ARTICLE FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTOR 


[By G. ¥. Dowding] | 


Slow-Motion dials do not direct- 
ly affect the electrical qualities of 
a set; their purpose is to make it 
easy to get very elose adjustments 
with variable condensers. Some 
variable condensers have slow-mo- 
tion movements incorporated in 
them and others have not, but there 
is little practical difference between 
a slow-motion variable and an or- 
dinary variable that hax a slow- 
motion dial fixed to it. Indeed, the 
result is almost identically the 
anme. ‘ 

Now s reaction condenser does 
not want a slow-motion dial. The 
set need never be operated so close 
to ostillation that gearing is need- 
ed to give you a minute approach, 
and there is not so much to be 
gained by having slow-motion dials 
even onthe tuning variable conden- 
sers:of some ‘seta. 

For instance, slow ‘motion will not 
be needed if you merely want 
§ GB. 5 XX and 2 LO on a loca) 
station loudspeaker outfit, but if, 
you have a set capable of running 
round the Contintal stations, then 
geared variables become very use. 
ful. 

There area lave number of slow- 
motion dials available, although it 
is to be feared that quite a few of 
these -are not so satisfactory as 
they might be. On the other hand, 
there ure many that are excellent. 

Points To Be Watched 

There are a number of points that 
must be examined in a slow-motion 
dial. In my opinion, the firat thing 
is its appearance. Apart from a 
switch knob or two, the condenser 
dials are the only things that ono 
sees on a radio receiver. \ It is all’ 
very well for the baseboard com: 
ponents to be beautifully finished 
and the whole “innards” of the set 
‘pick and span, but it ia the cabinet, 
panel and condenser dials that have 
to appeal to the eye. And we have 
long since passed the day when ap- 
pearance was a secondary con- 
sideration. 

The movement of a slow-motion 
dial must be smooth and free from 
backlash. Let me explain what 
backlash Is, a3 there may be some 
readers who, although they have 
probably seen the word a good 
many times, are not quite clear as 
to its meaning. 

Backlash is 4 mechanical defect, 
and these are its symptoms. _ You 
turn the dial slowly round until a 
certain reading ts reached, and then 
stop-at that point. When you try 
to move back again to.a lower. read- 
ing you have to rotate the adjust: 
ment knob a tiny way before the 
vanes of the variable condenser ara 
set in motion. In short, there is 

“play” between the adjustment 
knob or dial and the spindle carry- 
ing. the moving vanes. This is a 
very serious defect in a slow-motion 
dial, because it is essential for pre- 
cise and easy manipulation that 
there should be a corresponding 
movement of the vanes with every 
microscopic adjustment of the con- 
trolling knob or dial. 

Smooth Action Essential 

There should be a-uniform resist- 
ance in the movement. You do not 
want the gearing to be too loose and 
you do not want it to be stiff; the 
ideal drive provides you with a com- 
promise between the two and, .ob- 
viously, there should not be a 
patchy motion; the control knob 
rotating smoothly at first and then 


am saying nothing about the kind of 
kearing incorporated in the device, 
for this really does not matter pro- 
viding the result is a smooth action. 
Some ‘manufacturers achieve satis- 
factory operation with-carefully cut 
cog-wheels, while others employ 
dviction drives. Even worm gears 
and epicyclic arrangements are to 
be found. ; 

Now you do not want the gearing 
to be of too high a ratio unless you 
have a direct drive as well as the 
geared drive. 
you have a direct drive, see that 
this, too, is ‘smooth ‘ and that its 
action has not been sacrificed in 
order to achieve a smooth “vernier” 
drive. 

Ratios of Gearing 

With a gearing of anything be- 
tween 4 to t and 6 to I, a direct 
driv: e ig not essential; au very close 
adjustment at any of the 
acale can vary rapldly he made, 
Microscopte settings are possible 
with condensers with gearings of 10 
to t and, 22 to7t, and higher al- 
though if you have no direct drive 
it takes a long while to get around 
the dial. 

A high ratio slow-motion dial fit- 
ted with a small adjustment 
knob is more of a nuisance than an 
asset, and here is a very important 
factor and one 1 want you ‘particu- 
larly to take note of. To get the 
best out’of a geared condenser drive 
a finely engraved scale with a sharp 
indicator or “hair Ine” are quite 
vital. . 

In the case of the “hair line” in- 
dicator, this should come closely 
up against the scale, as otherwise it 
ts liable to cast a confusing shadow, 
Some types of slow-motion dials are 
provided with almost completely 
concealed sealea; you note the set- 
tings and make calibrations through 
an aperture. Personally, I prefer 
to see the whole scale, which is in 
effect one’a radio operations map, 
but this may be an old-fashioned 
view. 

One thing ne certain, and that is 
that the aperture idea is a failure 
unless the figuies on the scale are 
bold and easy to eee without having 
to crouch down in front of the 
Panel, 

Concerning Drum Drives 

One of the great advantages of 
the old plain dial was that almost 
invariably it- had a acale engraved 
on a bevelled edge. You nearly. al- 
ways look down at the. panel of a 
receiver, and the Levelling brought 
the scale at about the right angle, 

I suppoae drum drives'could hard- 
ly be placed in tha-category of slow- 
motion dials, ' They are a class of 
their own, but 4 few words about 
them are necessary. ‘Most of the 
above remarks apply to these de- 
vices. Practically every drum 
drive I have examined has answer- 
ed to all the above- requirements. 

Iam, of course, referring to gear- 
‘ed ‘drum drives. They are harder 
to mount on a panel than ordinary 
slow-motion dials because they ne- 
cessitate the cutting of a large 
hole. Nevertheless, they are of 
handsome appearance and are very 
nice to handle. Also they tend to 
make the operation of sets 
having several tuned circuita a 
much easier. matter, 

Ganging ‘can’ be accomplishzd 


without the. nécesalty of precise cfr-, 


cult balancing. “You can have two 
or.three drum drivoo all tn close 
juxtaposition’ so that they can be 
adjusted either individually or col- 
lectivaly, 

This makes station searching an 
onsier business with nets having
